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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-6,8-19,21-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
KR' 158 substantially for the reasons of record (see previous office action). 

The amendments and arguments submitted by applicants in their last response have been fully 
considered. Applicants have mainly argued that there is no explicit teaching of the claimed 
symmetry of the laminate, the claimed amount of calcium carbonate. 

Also, applicants have argued that the KR'158 does not have the same properties as the 
claimed invention. In response, the examiner submits that the teachings of the prior art do not 
have to be explicit. Calcium carbonate is well known in the art as a additive and it would have 
been obvious to optimize amount of such additive to obtain better thermal properties of the 
product.
